(m) Employee retirement contributions paid by the employer; 20 

(n) Permanent improvements; 21 

(o) Deposits to other funds. 22 
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  Section 5.  The amount of $88,100, or so much thereof as 2 

may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue 3 

Fund to the State Employees’ Retirement System to meet its 4 

operational expenses for the fiscal year ending June 30, 5 

2016. 6 

 

  Section 10.  The following named amounts, or so much 7 

thereof as may be necessary, respectively, are appropriated 8 

from the General Revenue Fund for the objects and purposes 9 

hereinafter named to meet the ordinary and contingent 10 

expenses of the State Employees' Retirement System: 11

  Section 1.  The sum of $854,630,650, or so much thereof 16 

as may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue 17 

Fund to the Board of Trustees of the State Employees’ 18 

Retirement System of Illinois for the State's contribution, 19 

as provided by law. 20 

 

  Section 5.  The sum of $105,296,400, or so much thereof 21 
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as may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue 1 

Fund to the Board of Trustees of the Judges Retirement System 2 

of Illinois for the State's contribution, as provided by law. 3 

 

  Section 10.  The sum of $12,190,700, or so much thereof 4 

as may be necessary, is appropriated from the General Revenue 5 

Fund to the Board of Trustees of the General Assembly 6 

Retirement System for the State's contribution, as provided 7 

by law. 8 

 

Section 99.  Effective date. This Act takes effect July 1, 9
